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Diluted  to  its  most  basic  level,  Panda  is  just  a  football 
game.  Each  fall,  as  surely  as  the  maples  turn  red,  the 
Carleton  Ravens  face  off  against  the  arch-rival  Ottawa 
U.  Gee-Gees  in  what  is  billed  as  an  all-out  battle  for 
supremacy.  The  victor's  spoils  in  this  symbolic  contest 
is  an  aging,  slightly  dusty,  stuffed  Teddy  bear.  But 
Panda  1980,  like  years  past,  was  much  more  than  just  a 
football  game. 

Above  all,  Panda  is  a  perfect  excuse  for  a  good  time. 
Exams,  essays  and  worries  seem  remote  and  foggy.  It's 
a  time  of  high  hopes  and  high  energy;  of  one  last  bash 
before  buckling  down  to  books  and  boredom.

THE  MUSIC  MAKERS . . . 

The  1980-81  academic  year  was  one  of  unprecedented  success  and 
growth  for  RRRA  and  the  residence  community.  We  bathed  in  the 
programming  spotlight  as  res.  became  the  entertainment  centre  of  both 
Carleton  and  Ottawa.  Bands  such  as  the  Powder  Blues,  Toronto,  B.B. 
Gabor,  Teenage  Head  and  Downchild  performed  in  the  Commons  and 
Metagenesis  graced  the  Quad  during  Orientation. 

The  residence  community  re-emphasized  its  participation  in  the  Ottawa 
community  with  the  resumption  of  the  St.  Pat's  Canned  Food  Drive-Can- 
Do-It  1980.  Over  240  students  participated  to  collect  10,000  cans  for  local 
agencies.  Residence  was  also  the  major  contributor  to  the  Red  Cross  Blood 
Donor  Clinic  on  campus. 

Internally,  RRRA  implemented  new  policies  and  programs.  A  hiring 
policy,  the  first  of  its  kind,  finally  gave  all  students  an  equal  chance  to  gain 
employment  with  RRRA  Inc.  The  policy  to  regulate  the  posting  of  posters 
made  the  residence  environment  less  of  a  visual  eyesore. 

A  new  program,  the  Associate  Residence  Member  Program  (ARM),  was 
passed  by  RRRA  Council  and  RUMPB.  This  program  would  give  first  year, 
off-campus  students  the  chance  to  participate  in  residence  activities  as 
full-fledged  members  of  floors.  Work  was  done  to  establish  a  residence 
scholarship  fund. 

In  the  business  aspect  of  RRRA,  students  were  greeted  with  a  new-look 
Bree's  Inn  and  Store  and  Arcade.  In  the  Bree's  a  major  renovation 
program  changed  the  drabness  of  the  old  Bree's  to  a  fresh,  movie  decor. 
The  Store  and  Arcade  was  rearranged  and  new  products  were  introduced. 
As  well,  eight  new  pinball  and  electronic  games  were  added. 

In  the  residence  election  1981,  students  reaffirmed  their  commitment  to 
RRRA.  The  total  voter  turnout  was  85  percent. 

Judging  by  the  smiles  and  cooperation  we  received,  this  year  has  been  a 
success  for  both  RRRA  and  the  res.  student.  Thus,  on  behalf  of  the 
1980-81  Executive,  Joe  Barry,  Jeff  Rollo  and  Kate  O'Shaughnessy,  I  would 
like  to  thank  you  for  participating  and  sharing  your  year  with  us.
